The galleries and 
all the available seats in both chambers 


were crowded with eager listénérs. In 
the lobbies ‘even standing en was not 
to be bad. 

The Assemblymen were to 
act. Their nominating speeches were 
Judge Spencer of Susan lle 
placed Senator Perkins’s name before the 
Assembly in a short speech. Assembly- 
mah Dixon of San Francisco, who placed 
Mr. de Young in nomination, was not long: 
in reading his short, prepared speech. 
Assemblyman. Langenour of Yolo who 
nominated. W. W. Foote and Assembly- 
man Richard Thomas of Nevada, who 
presented the name of Jacob. Hart Neff, 
were also brief. The speakers who sec- 
onded the nominations were even briefer, 
and before the crowd in the galleries had 


vegun to tire of listening to the oratory 


a*rol-call was declared in order. 
For a moment the chamber was hushed. 
‘Then there was a rustling of paper all 
over the hall, for every member had se- 
cured. a ‘tally-sheet, and was prepared 
to take down the vote. Clerk Duckworth 
began to call the roll. The first vote, 
that of Assemblyman Ash, was for Sena- 
tor Perkins.. Then, as the call proceeded, 
the names of Thomas V. Cator, W. W. 
Foote, M. H. de Young, John Daggett, 
Comgresaman W. W. Bowers, John H. 
Wise, Jacob Neff, O. A. Hale and J. B. 
Stetson were heard. It was clear, how- 
ever, that Senator Perkins was receiving 
a heavy vote. Until the name of Judge 
Waymilre of Alameda was called there had 
deem no demonstration, but ‘when Judge 
Waymire bad announced his vote for Sen- 
ator Perkins, a ripple of applause went 
over the chamber. The Perkins men real- 
| ized that bis was the forty-first vote for 
| Perkins, and that their champion bad 
secured a majority of the eighty members, 
all of whom were present. 
Then, when Assemblyman Weyse of Los 
Angeles added the forty-second vote for 
Senator Perkins, ore more than enough 
do elect, Assemblyman North of Alameda 
jumped to his feet and proposed three 
cheers for Senator Perkins. They were 
given with a will. When quiet had been 
restored, Clerk Duckworth had footed up 
the columns and was ready to announce 
the vote. Forty-two had been cast for 


for Mr. Daggett, 7 for Mr. Foote, 5 for 
Mr. Neff, 3 for Mr. Bowers and 1 each for 
Messrs.. Cator, Stetson, Wise and Hale. 
Without further delay a resolution was 
passed, inviting the Senate to meet in 
joint session at noon tomorrow, to an- 
mounce the result of the elections in both 
houses, or elect a Senator, as the exi- 
gencies might require. At this stage, of 
course, neither house had any official 
knowledge of the action of the bther. 
IN THE SENATE. e 
In the election by the Senate there 
was more of exciting incident. When 
nominating speeches were declared in or- 
der, Senator Bert of San Francisco arose 
and presented the name of Andrew George 
Booth, his townsman. Senator Tirey L. 
Ford followed. In an eloquent speech, he 
presented the name of George C. Perkins, 
whom he eulogized as a citizen and man 
of business, and whose fidelity to the 
cause of the people was known to all. 
Senators Simpson of Los Angeles, Earl of 
Alameda and Glea ves of Redding seconded 
the nomination of Senator Perkins. 
Senator Seymour of San Bernardino 
championed the cause of M. H. de Young 
in a nominating speech. He urged the 
election of a vigorous business man, now 
so much needed in Congress, to_ secure 
for California her just rights, and he be- 
Heved that in M. H. de Young the people 
had just such a man. Senator Hart of 
Sacramento seconded the nomination. 
Senator McGowan of Humboldt said 
that he would nominate a man who was 
the peer of any man who had been named, 
a man who was for the protection of the 


| people’s' interests. He paid a high com-

I pliment to Senator White, who was 


elected by the Democrats, and who, he 
said, was one of the ablest statesmen ever 
sent to the Senate from California. The 
man he would name, however, was the 
peer of White. He would nominate him 
because his people had pledged him to 
do 80. He said he would place in nomi- 
nation the name of Charles N. Felton. 

Senator Voorhies of Amador was ‘the 
last speaker. He offered a second to the 
nomination of Mr Perkins, whose elec- 
tion, he said, would meet with the in- 
dorsement of the people whom he repre- 
sented, Then the balloting began. When 
Clerk Brandon read the result of the 
first ballot it was seen that Senator Per- 
kins had 18 votes; Mr. de Young, 4; John 
Daggett, 6; Senator Seawell, 2; W. W. 
Foote, 2; Mr. Felton, 1; B. D. Murphy, 2; 
Mr. Booth, 1, and John Boggs, 1. There 
was no élection. 

Senators Ford and Eari, the Perkins 
leaders in the Senate, were not ready to 
give up. They insisted that the balloting 
should be continued. A second ballot was 
taken with no different result, save a lit- 
tle shifting of the Democratic vote. Then 
they forced a third ballot, and it was this 
move that won the Perkins victory. The 
third ballot was taken without any change 
until Senator MeGowan's name was called. 


The Senator from Humboldt arose and 


stated that it was plain that a majority 
of the Republicans were for George C. 
Perkins, and he would, therefore, with- 
draw the name of Mr. Felton and, vote 
for Senator Perkins. Everybody knew 
that this was the deciding vote, and a 
hearty cheer greeted Senator McGowan’s 
announcement. 

Dr. Noble Martin, the Democratic Sen- 
ator from Dutch Flat, was on his feet a 
moment r declaring his preference 
for Senator Perkins. He said that he had 
been a Democrat for years. before. some 
of the Senators were voters. He and 

C. Perkins’ had been in the Senate 


Perkins was a friend of the miners, 
and he had their sympathies. They wanted 


him to help them start the mining in- 


dustry again, and he would vote for bim. 
His people would approve his action. The 
doctor was greeted with Republican ap- 
plause. 

That Senator Perkins had secured a ma- 
jority vote in the Assembly became noised 
about the Senate chamber and ft ‘was 
known at once that the votes of Senators 
McGowan and Martin meant the election 
of Senator Perkins, There was great con- 
fusion and it was some minutes before the 
president was able to announce that Sen- 
ator Perkins had received twenty votes, 
one more than required to elect. Then 
there was more cheering. It was impossi- 
ble to resume business at that time and 
a recess was taken untl 3 o' clock. 

Soon there was a report around the 
Capitol that the Senate Had not acted 
within the law in taking more than one 
ballot, it being asserted that the law pro- 
vided strictly that only one ballot should 
be taken, but this was soon found to be 
all wrong. Senator Perkins is undoubt- 
edly elected, and his election will be 
declared by the two houses in joint as- 
sembly at noon tomorrow. 

IT WAS A SURPRISE. 

Tonight the politicians are all talking 
about the manner in which this unex- 
pected result was brought about, for even 
the Perkins men did not believe that their 
man would be elected on the first ballot. 
There is no doubt that Mr. de Young’s 
managers were terribly surprised and that 
some of their supposed supporters fell 
down. Their programme had been to di- 
vert Senator Perkins’s strength by bring- 
ing in numerous other candidates and 
thus to prevent an election for several 
days. They had ‘hoped eventually to 
cause a stampede to Mr. de Young. One 
‘Senator and three Assemblymen are said 
to bave been relied upon by Mr. de- 
Young’s managers to stand aloof from 
Senator Perkins and vote for ex-Lieut.-. 
Gov. Reddick. This action would have 
prevented the election of Senator Perkins 
today. Not a vote was cast for Mr. Red- 
dick, however, and the Senator and the 
three Assemblymen voted with the Per- 
kins men from first to last. Senator Voor- 
heis and Assemblymen Tibbetts, Coleman 
and Dunbar had been counted by the pol- 
iticlans.as likely to vote for Mr. Reddick. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 22.—It is conceded 
that if George C. Perkins has not been 
elected United States Senator he will be 
elected when the two houses meet in joint 
assembly tomorrow noon. In the Assembly 


Senator Perkins received a clear majority 


of two and was declared the choice of that 
body. In the Senate the result is some- 
what in doubt. On the first ballot Senator 
Perkins received 16 votes, Mr. deYoung 4 
and Daggett 6. Senator Perkins received 
two less than the majority required to 
elect. Senator Androus being absent, 20 
votes would have elected bim. Contrary 
to the provisions of law, as generally un- 
derstood, the Senate did not adjourn after 
the first ballot had been taken. On mo- 
tion of Senators Ford and Earl a second 
ballot was taken and then a third ballot. 

On the second ballot, there was no 
change, except among the De “On 
the third ballot Senator McGowan of Hum- 
boldt, changed from Mr. Felton to Senator 
Perkins, and Senator Noble Martin, a 
Democrat of Dutch Flat, changed from 
Mr. Daggett to Senator Perkins, thus giv- 
ing the latter 20 votes, the number re- 
_quired to elect. It is disputed whether 
Senator Perkins has been elected, as it 
is contended that all balloting done after 
the first ballot is contrary to the Constitu- 
tion and it remains for the election to be 
held tomorrow at noon in the Assembly 
chamber. 

Senator Ford. a recognized lead author- 
ity, declared that there can be no question

Exciting Incidents of the Ninth Day 
of the Brooklyn Street- 
car Strike. 


Master Workman Connelly Calls Out 
the Linemen—An Order from . 
Police Headquarters—Con- 
ference of Authorities,

BROOKLYN, Jen. 22.—The first fatal 
encounter of the great strike took place 
about 11 o’clock tonight, when, in 4 con- 
flict with a few boys at the Halsey-street 
station of the Brooklyn City Railroad 
Company, a volley was fired by the militia. 
Henry Ahen of. New York city was fatally

A WAR FEVER. 


IT PERVADES ALL THE CITY OF 
‘MEXICO. 


Great Demonstrations Against Gua- 
temala by Government Students, 
PTProops Massed on the 
Frontier.

very stormy Cabinet meeting last night 
President Diaz notified Guatemala, 
through its Minister, that he would not 
concede one iota. Guatemala would have 
to give in to Mexico’s demand, or suffer 
the consequences. 

Other Central American representatives 
here at the meeting made the statement 
to President Diaz that they understood 
that Mexico was trying to grasp Central 
American territory. President Diaz denied 
the assertion and stated that Mexico would 
have her rights and the boundary lines 
should be as Mexico claims, and that Mex- 
ico had all the territory she needed. 

It looks as if other Central American 
republics were behind Guatemala. All gov- 
ernment students are marching in the 
streets with bands shouting “Viva Mex- 
ico!” “Viva Diaz!” and “On to Guate- 
mala!" There are now in front of the pal- 
ace, 12,000 to 15,000 men clamoring for 
war and pledging their support to Presi- 
dent Diaz. Mexico has been preparing 
for war for some time and has about 
12,000 troops on the border. All officers 
not on active duty have been notified to 
report for marching orders. 

President Diaz made a, speech to to the 
parading students and others, numbering 
fifteen or twénty thousand in front of the 
palace this evening, stating that he would 
not recede from Mexico’s just rights. The 
answer to México’s ultimatum is to be 
recived here on the 24th, butD iaz has noti- 
fied Guatemala that he will not recede 
from the original demands. Both coun- 
tries are preparing for war. 


AN AMERICAN WARSHIP NEEDED. 


NEW YORK, January 22.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Herald’s Washington corre- 
-Spondent telegraphs that the need of a 
vessel on the Pacific coast, near the 
boundary line of Mexico and Guatemala, 
owing to the disturbed condition of affairs 
between those two countries, growing out 
ef the boundary-line dispute, is making 
itself apparent to the officials. There are 
two vessols ready for this duty, the Ben- 
nington and Ranger, with the chances in 


favor of the latter. 


The administration has another reason 
for deciding that a vessel should be sta- 
tioned in this vicinity. According to re- 
ports received at the Bureau of Naval In 
telligence, the British government has the 
protected cruisers, Royal Arthur, Cham- 
pion, Satellite and Nymphe, at Acapulco, 
within easy steaming distance of the dis- 
puted territory. There is no fear that 
the British men-of-war will interfere, but 


it is comsidered safer for the preservation | 
of the Monroe doctrine that an American 
vessel should be at hand. 

The Bennington, if she does not remain 
at this station, will probably go along 
the Pacific coast of South America, stop- 
ping especially at ports in Peru, where a 
far more serious condition of affairs ex- 
ists than is generally supposed.

BAD MEN AND GUNS. 


Another ‘Story of Those 
Smuggled Arms, 


Where the Tools Came from, that 
Caused Mischief in 


Discovery of a Business-man at Vic- 
toria—Opium and Weapons are 
Transferred at 1 to 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 22.—A gentle- 
man whose business has brought him into 
contact with the customs officials has just 


‘returned from Victoria and tells a rather 


startling story regarding the shipment 
of forty cases of arms on the notorious 
smuggling schooner South Bend o the 
Hawaiian Islands. He says: 
‘During my residence in Victoria ak 
the surrounding towne last October, I saw 
a great deal of the band of smugglers who 


have their headquarters along the Sound. 


It was there I met Billy Stewart, who 
is known. in Honolulu as Oplum Brown,” 
and Jack Forbes, alias ‘Jack Regan.’ 
These men are well known opium smug- 
lers. About October 22, I was walking 
under the Esquimalt Bridge, near the 
terminus of the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
Railroad. In the recesses of an arch I 
noticed a pile of cases carefully covered 
with canvas. Each case was about four 
feet in length and a foot square and, I 
have since learned, contained rifles and 
carbines. I made the find about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

“At that time the South Bend was at 
anchor in a small inlet just outside the 
main harbor. Late in the afternoon about 
five hundred pounds of opium, packed in 
clothes-baskets, were transferred from the 
store of Fook On Song & Co., the most 
prominent dealers in opium of the North- 
west. The baskets were all placed under 
the bridge near the arms and that night 
the drug and cases of rifles were trans- 
ferred to the South Bend in a small vow- 
boat. She left the inlet about midnight, 
and, for the first time in the history of 
her smuggling cruises, the owners, Stew- 
art & Forbes, went aboard the schooner 
and took charge of the trip all the way 
to the islands, 'where they landed off the 
west coast of the Islaad of Lanai.. 
The arms and opium were smuggled 
ashore and stored on’ a Chinese plantation 
directly opposite where the schooner anch- 

ored. Stewam & Forbes are still in Hon- 
olulu. Both men are notorious smugglers 
and swindlers and are wanted by the 
authorities of Seattle and other North- 
western towns. For a number of years 


‘they have been openly engaged in opium 
| smuggling and have succeeded in accu-

To Plant Fruit Trees in Alkali Soil. 

Maj. Berry, Horticultural Commissioner 
ot Tulare county, gives the following ad- 
vice about the planting of fru.t trees in 
alkali soil. Qf course no ‘maa should 

plan an orchard in a strong alkali soii, 
San aikali spots in an orchard tract may 
piobably be utilized by Maj. Berry Sya- 
tem, which is thus given: 

“Dig the holes for the trees a little 
larger and deeper than ordinarily. In the 
bottom of the hole put a layer of gypsum 
one-half inch thick, then a layer of short, 
clean straw, and then a layer of soil, and 
continue this course of gypsum, straw aud 
soll until your tree is planted. Form this 
mixture well around the roots of your 
tree. Now, take any old fruit can and 
spring it apart by putting it in the fire. 
Then place it around , the body your 
tree at the surface of the ground. Let 
the top part be even * the surface 
not above ft. Now fill the space in the 
can with pure gypsum, and you have it.

CENSURED BY THE JUDICIARY 
COMMITTEE. 


He Makes an Explanation of His. 
Conduct in the Matter of Col- 
lecting Fees—His Al- 


leged Duty.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The attempt to 
impeach Judge Augustus J. Ricks of 
Cleveland, O., failed today in the House 
‘Judiciary Committee, by a viva voce vote 
of 9 to 7, and instead of a resolution for 
impeachment wihch Mr. Bailey of Texas 
had prepared to report to the House, one 
will be presented dehouncing the fee sys- 
tem, which, in the opinion of members, 
had made the proceedings possible. 

Judge Ricks gave a personal explanation 
to the committee of the accounts in the 
Birdsell cases which he had handled as 
clerk of the cous, and which furnished 
ground for the investigation, and testi- 
mony was given against him by Martin W. 
Sanders, who had been his deputy clerk 
and succeeded him to the clerkship when 
Judge Ricks was promoted to the bench.

He said: “I claim I had 
a right to complete the records as I did. 
I claim I accounted satisfactorily to the 
government for all money. My successor 
as clerk lost nothing by the transaction, 
and I acted strictly according to the cus-

He stated that he had affidavits from 
the clerks of several courts to show that 


the practice of the clerk to charge him- 


self with completed records, in advance of 
completion, was a universal one. Charges 
for work had been made eighteen months 
before he was appointed Judge, and before 
he had any idea that he would be ap- 
pointed. 

Chairman Culberson inquired why he 
had not returned the accounts to the 
Attorney-General’s office in one report, in- 
stead of scattering them through several 
years, 

Judge Ricks replied: It was not my 
duty to complete all records, but it was 
my option or privilege, so I charged my- 
self with those in which the parties were 
solvent. Had 1 charged those in which 
the parties were insolvent, and I well 
knew some of them were, I would have 
become a guarantor for the gevernment 
for the cost of the work. I hold that 
the clerk is not obliged to make returns 
until the work is done.” 

Had he done otherwise than he did, 
it would have been necessary for him to 
advance some $1700, he said, when he be- 
came Judge, and run the risk of collect- 
ing it when the work was done. 

Mr. Stone of Pennsylvania asked if it 
were not fact in all the Birdsall 
cases that fees were estimated in ad- 
vance by himself and his successor as 
clerk, and ae before the work was

erritory. Arizona will in all ltkelihood 
become a State during the session of this 
Congress, and we make provisions to in- 
vite the people of the far East to partic- 
ipate in our advantages by making laws 
that are in conformity with the laws of 
the East. We do not wish to go into par- 
ticulars just now, but will await the ses- 
sion of our Legislature to point out meas- 
ures which, if adopted, will be * the the 
greatest benefit to Arizona, and to its 
law-abiding, industrious citizens.” 

Congress has at last given a right-of-way 
to the Gila Valley and Globe Railway 
through the San Carlos Indian reservation.

We can almost 
catch the boom of the first gun fired 
in any revolutionary movement, wher- 
ever occurring in any land touched 
by these submarine highways of hu- 
man thought. No political movement 
of moment, no death of crowned king 
or potentate; no disaster of flood or 
earthquake or pestilence, but we hear 
of it as if it were just across dur 
threshold, borne to us as it is on the 
lightning wings of this swift messen- 
ger, which has helped to revolutionize 
the modern world. 

But one link more and the earth will 
be girdled by it. The world is waiting 
for the transpacifle cable to be laid to 
have the chain complete which sei- 
ence has been clasping about the 
globe. When this is done rates will be 
cheaper and the business affairs of 
the Old and New World will be in 
complete touch with one another. 
Commercial interests will more freely 
intermingle, more frequent partner- 
ships with foreign capital will result, 
and the great seas will cease to be an 
obstacle in the push of human affairs 
that they necessarily were in the slow 
old past. 

Barbarism and superstition are also 
receding rapidly before the mighty 
push of railroads. The railroad in 
China is beginning to tell against that 
hitherto immovable, wall of prejudice, 
which is the creation of thirty centu- 
ries of ignorance and isolation. En- 
glish mining engineers: surreptitionsly 
introduced. it. in connection with the 
working of the great coal mines in 
northeastern China, aud as this 
strange thing brought with it no evi- 
dence of offended gods, railroad-build- 
ing on a small scale was soon under- 
taken by the government under the 
direction of that enlightened Chinese 
leader of whom we have heard so 
much during the present war—Li 
Hung Chang. But only a small por 
tion of the line which he proposed 
was built, for at that time the Yellow 
River overflowed its banks, and a ter- 
rible inundation resulted, and super- 
stition declared that an offended 
heaven was punishing the people for 
their presumption in daring to make 
use of this invention of the barbarous 
Occident. So, in that thousands-of- 
years-old empire this pioneer of mod - 
ern civilization has come to a halt 
and there will probably be no more 
railroad-building in conservative China 
untll Japan brings to Chinese ears 
more fully the roar of advancing civ- 
ilization. 

But Asia, the land of dormant bar 
barism, is slowly waking to the touch 
of occidental civilization. The Asiatic 
roads of the Turkish empire have been 
built within a few years, and their 
total length is now nearly one thou- 
sand miles. The railroad has thrust 
itself into Asia Minor, and new lines 
are in many parts threading the here- 
tofore silent distances, and clviliza- 
tion is by these means creeping slowly 
toward the heart of the Orient. Even 
Syria and the Holy Land have trem- 
bled beneath the tread of the iron 
horse, and Jerusalem, that city of our 
dreams, has been invaded by this 
mailed standard-bearer of modern civ- 
ilization. 

The railroads of Asia are there to: 
stay, and to be multiplied, and they 
are a power to.rouse “the sleeping 
giant of orientalism,” such as no other 
force could praduce. The transsibe- 
rian road is like a mighty finger trac- 
ing the way for the march of modern 
enlightment and commercial growth. 
Other extended Asiatic roads have a 
like important mission, and it is by 
means of these that barbarism is to 
be pushed to its death, and the Old 
World is to be led to a share in the 
lusty and vigorous life of the Occident, 
with its modern thought, enterprise 
and invention. Already we hear the 
rattling of dry bones, and see the skel- 
etons of centuries of prejudices being 
clothed upon with new life. Barbar- 
ism will soon hear its death-knell, and 
the era of universal enlightenment 
draws near its dawn. 


American citizens have $21,700,689. 
invested in the Hawalian Islands. If 
the recent revolt had been successful, 
all this property would have been con- 
fiscated or destroyed. To the Dole gov- 
ernment, for its promptness in sup- 
pressing the rebellion, the United 
States owes the protection of these 
large interests, and of the American 
citizens representing them. Yet some 
persons maintain that there is no need 
for an American warship at Honolulu. 


One of the deplorable features of the 
Brooklyn strike—as of other recent 
‘labor strikes—is the participation of 
“Doys in acts of lawlessness. It is bad 
enough for adults to engage ‘in turbu- 
lence, but it is infinitely worse for 
boys, whose characters are in the for- 
mative period, to be initiated into this 
sad business.

Consideration of the Japanese treaty 
in the Senate has been deferred until 
Friday, as some of its present provi- 
sicns are not acceptable to all of the 
Senators. One of these is the clause 
referring to immigration. Senator 
White has performed a service to the 
people of this Coast by insisting upon 
more stringent restrictive provisions in 
the treaty, relative to the immigration 
of Japanese to the United States. Jap- 
anese immigration, it is true, is not so 
objectionable as Chinese immigration; 
yet it should not be too liberally en- 
couraged. We have already more la- 
borers than there is labor to be per- 
formed, and Japan is uncomfortably 
handy to our back door. The neces- 
sity for more foreigners in this coun- 
try, of Japanese or other nationality, is 
not pressingly apparent. 


A new coyote bill has been introduced 
in the Legislature, providing for a 
bounty of $2, instead of $5, on coyote 
scalps., There is not much likelihood 
that this measure will pass. A $2 
bounty on coyote scalps would be 
scarcely less pernicious than a $5 
bounty. It would simply be a reduc- 
tion in the amount of the steal. So far 
as can be ascertained, the sentiment in 
the Legislature is practically unani- 
mous in favor of the unconditional re- 
peal of the coyote bounty act. Public 
sentiment runs unmistakably on the 
same lines, anil the Legislature can 
perform no more acceptable service 
than to.repeal the. present obnoxious 
law at once, and vote down the pro- 
posed $2 steal.

Condition 6f the Japanese Army in 
the Field—Chinese Mobs and 
Dead Men—A Cablegram 
Associated Press Leased-wire 
TOKIO, January 8.—(Associated Press 
Correspondence, wired from San Fran- 
cisco Jan. 22.) The only change in the 
diplomatic situation, since last advices, is 
the announcement that Chang Ying Hwan, 
his yay to Japan to be accompanied by a 
subordinate representative named Shao Yu 
Lien. The senior. messenger is believed to 
be well chosen, on account of his experi- 
ence in western nations which has un-

The capture of Wei-Hai-Wei, now re- 
garded as a foregone conclusion, may, 
however, again alter the atpect of affairs. 
Chinese dignitaries move slowly in their 
own country*and it is anticipated that 
Japan will trave occupied the naval sta- 
tion near Che Foo before the suitors for 
peace are ready to leave their own coun- 
try. The present intention is that the 
conference shall be held at Hiroshima. 

The fact that Mr. Foster will accompany - 
the Chinese envoys in the capacity of le- 
gal adviser does not change the opinion 
of the Japanese with respect to the sin- 
cerity of China's intentions. The rulers 
of the Middle Kingdom are as capable of 
deceiving their friends as their enemies, 
if they think it expedient, and it is no 
more certain that they will fully trust 
their employees now than it was in Gor- 
don’s time. The presence of Mr. Foster 
cannot be taken as a positive guarantee 
of earnestness on the Chinese side.

of all are the arsenals, foundries, and ma- 
chinery of every description secured at 
Port Arthur and Ta-Lien. What the value 
of these will be to their new possessors 
cannot yet be calculated. 

From a recent of the Japanese Surgeon- 
General Ishigura, the amount and quality 
of food and clothing supplied to the army 
is ascertained. The usual winter clothing 
consists of the. regulation jacket, trousers, 
cap, shoes and overcoat with cotton-flannel 
undershirt and drawers, woolen socks and 
breast-cloth and one blanket. The addi- 
tions for the present service are a thick 
fur head-covcring, a fur overcoat with 
double-lined neckpiece, an extra flannel 
undershirt, extra woolen merino drawers 
and long stookings, an extra blanket, 
gloves made of thick blanketing, and a 
large fur-skin which may be used on cer- 
tain duties as well as for covering at 
night. For the coolies no provision or 
clothing was originally made, their pay 
being ten times as much as the soldiers 
and considered sufficient to cover all neces- 
sities, but in view of the increasing cold 
they have been allowed each a flannel-lined 
coat and trousers, a cotton-padded over- 
coat, a thick flannel 
flannel undershirt and 
and a blanket.

The supply of food for the soldiers is 
very simple, rice being the basis. The 
quantity, however, is ample, a quart and 
a halt of cleaned rice per day to each 
man. One-third of a pound of vegetables 
is added, with condiments in the form of 
salted plums, etc. On rapid and prolongea 
marches when rice cannot be prepared in 
the accustomed way, the troops are per- 
fectly contented to live on gruel made of 
rice and Indian corn.

FUTURE MOVEMENTS.

UNION PACIFIC MEMORIAL. 

A memorial of the Union Pacific Com- 
pany, prepared under the supervision of 
the receivers, and approved’ by the Reor- 
ganization Committee, is to be presented 
to Congress, and Receiver E. Ellery An- 
derson is in Washington, at present with 


that purpose in view. The gist of the 
assessed 


memorial is that stockholders be 
a sufficient sum to pay all bonds which 
have priority over the lien of the United 
States, in consideration of the extension of 
the government debt for fifty years at 
2 cent. ; 
Approxima stated, the com 8 
indébtedness, computed to July 1, 1386 5 
the Reilly Funding Bill, now pending, is 
about $70,000,000, of which $33,535,512 rep- 
resents the principal of the indebtedness 
to the United States. Other bonds repre- 
senting a like principal of $33,532,000 are 
also about to mature. The bonds are se- 
cured by mortgage prior to the lien of the 
United States. Reference is made in the 
memorial to the extraordinary reduction in 
the earning capacity of the Union Pacific, 
and says there are no indications of im- 
provement in the business or the earnings 
of the road. In consequence of the in- 
ability to meet interest or the prior liens, 
suits of foreclosure are about to be in- 
stituted. The petitioners allege that it is 
the imperative duty of Congress to deter- 
mine whether the indebtedness to the gov- 
ernment shall be protected by.a purchase 
of the railroad in its behalf or by adjust- 
ment with the holders of its securities 
based on measures securing the ultimate 
payment of the debt to the United States. 
The par value of the securities and 


ash to meet the requirements of the 
Reilly bill would represent an assessment 
exceeding 30 per cent. It is claimed that 
it will be impossible to obtain the large 
sum required from the stockholders unless 
it is possible to offer them in satisfaction 
of this assessment reasonable security for 
the moneys advanced.

Is pointed out that the company is bound

Unless prompt action 
is taken, the system will be dismembered 
with disastrous effect upon the securities 
of the company and the governmént lien.

But no matter how general the 
use of the bicycle may become, walking 
is mot likely to lose tts Daly 
walks must be taken within a limited 
horizon, however, while the regular 
bicycle-rider’s area is extended amazingly. 
It has been asserted with some authority 
that the same rig that is required to 
walk one mile will propel a bicycle six 
miles. Bicycle-riders, at leant will not 
dispute this assumption. Now, let us 
see what are the comsequences of this in- 
capacity. A man who lives in a 
suburban district, in his walks around his 
home, if he be an average walker, will 
go two and a haif miles out and the same 
distance back, making his welk five miles.

Vigorous walkers 
who go five miles out and back enjoy a 
iter of seventy-eight miles, but this 
vigorous and ambitious man, if the six-to- 
one assumption hold good, would on the 
bicycle extend his excursions to thirty 
miles out and thirty back, so that he 
in time would bave for his own all there

LOS ANGELES, (Cal.,) Jan. 22, 1895.—
